ENGLAND AND TURKEY. 


AN “INCIDENT” THAT ENDED HAPPILY 


For a few hours last week there was (a 
Constantinople correspondent relates) every 
appearance of a fresh ‘incident” between Eng- 
land and Turkey, but, happily, it has all been 
settled satisfactorily. 

Early on Thursday morning a namber of 
police and soldiers suddenly sarrounded an 
English coal store, and allowed no one to enter 
or approach it. The Consulate, on being 
appealed to, seat a representative to the spot, 
but he coald only find ont that an iradé had 
baen issaed, though no one knew the reason.

THE WORKMEN’S STRIKE. 

The Alexandria Municipality has arrived at 
an understanding with its workmen and to- 
morrow work will be resomed as usual. 

An incident occarred at Miuet-el- Bassal this 
morning. The strikers went there to interview 
some of the “blacklegs,” who still persisted 
in working. When one of the strikars approach 
ed these men a policemen threatened him, a 
scuffie ensued, and an Arab striker, named 
Mohamed Rachid, was arrested, and Gaetano 
Bernice, who tried to rescue him, was injured 
on the hand. The strikers afterwards went to 
the Italian Consulate, where the authorities 
enjoined them to refrain from acts of violence 
and promised that they would interest them. 

A meeting subsequently 
took place betwen the Italian Vice-Consul 
and Mr. Rie‘i, of the Alexandria Manicipal 
Council, and an accord was arrived at. It was 
agreed to resume work to-morrow on the 
condition that the Municipality would 
enquire into the grievances of their petition 
for an increase of wages in view of the evorm- 
ous and continuous increase in the cost of the 
necessaries of life. 


SUDAN AND ABYSSINIA. 


According to ‘Al Zaher,’ the Abyssinians 
on the Sudan frontier have requested permis- 
sion of the Government to enter the Sudan. 
The Sudan Government has reassured that of 
Abyasinia, which was disturbed by the request 
of its subjects. 

The district of Beni has been annexed to 
the district of Kellabat, which depends from 
the Sadan Government. The revenue from this 
newly annexed district will be divided be- 
tween the Abyssinian and Sudanese Govern- 
ments. 


AFFRAY AT PORT SUDAN. 


An affray which, bat for the prompt in- 
tervention of Bimbashi Parsons, the Governor, 
might have had serious results, occurred on 
the 17th alt. at a new village a mile or so west 
of Port Sudan. The place is occapied by 
Sadanese, who had built ths vi'lages and were, 
asis their castom, digging walle, which were 
closely guarded from oatsiders. 

On the evening of the 17th several Haden- 
dawa approached one of the wells, but were 
ordeted off by the ghaffir, who triel to seize 
the sword of oue of the party. The ghaffic was 
knocked down, and his cries attracted the 
villagers, who gave chase to the intraders, 
stoning them as they ran. 

Tbe Hadendowa, however, being reinforced 
and numbering sixty, returned armed to the 
teeth and attacked their pursuers, with whom 
they were well matched, and thanks to their 
weapons woundel twenty-five of them, six 
Hadendowa only beirg hart. 

It was at this psychological moment, as the 
saying goes, that Bimbashi Parsons,» with a 
detachment of troops, police, and ghaftirs, 
arrived and prompt!y separated the warriors, 
and arrested those of them who hai not been 
wounded. 

The enmity between Sudanese and Haden- 
dowa is proverbial,and skirmishes are frequent 
between them.

OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


BRITISH PSEUDO-HUMANITARIANS. 


WEIGHTY PROTEST. 


A White Paper has been issued dealing with 
the recent outrage upon British_officers in 
Egypt, and with the sabsequent executions at 
Denishwai. The correspondence is prefaced by 4 
Khedivial decree, dated February, 1895, which 
sets up a special tribunal for’ dealing~ with 
crimes committed by nativga sgainst officers or 
men of tte British Army of Occupation, or of 
any British warship stationed in an Egyptian 

ort. 

: A report to Sir Edward Grey by the Earl of 
Cromer, dated June 15, states that the natives 
attacked the officers with nabouts, or heavy 
sticks, and that the most serious attack was 
made with these nabouts after the officers h 
been deprived of their gans, and were conse- 
quently defenceless. ‘I'his fact,” he points 
out, “shows a very hostile and determined 
spirit on the part of the villagers.” A tele- 
gram trom Mr. Findlay, our acting Agent after 
Lord Cromer’s departure, to Sir E. Grey, on 
Jane 22, states that even the anti-Eoglish 
Press speaks of the “clemency” ot the officers 
attacked, and regards the conduct of the vil- 
lagers as casting discredit on the whole Egyp- 
tian people, as well as being indefensible in 
itself. : 

A subrequent dispatch to Lord Cromer lays 
emphasis on the facts that the officers had gone 
to shoot by invitation, that the attack was 
probably premeditated, and that a small fire 
which broke out on a threshing-floor (not in a 
granary, as previously stated), and which was 
at once extinguished, was probably a precon- 
certed signal for this attack, and not the 
chief cause of the excitement. In Lord Cromer’s 
view this premeditation against officers in 
uniform gives a very serious aspect to the 
incident. 

A post-mortem examination made by the 
medico-legal expert of the native tribonals 
established that the blow given to Capt. Ball 
had cansed concussion of the brain,: and that 
while not sufficient to cause death, it had 
reduced him toa weak condition, in which 
he was quickly affected by sunstroke, and had 
thus acted as a contributory cause of his death. 
It is added at least two severe blows on the 
head were received by Bull after his helmet 
had been knocked off ; subsequently, when 
already soffering from concussion, he was com- 
pelled by his assailants to ran in the san. 

With respect to the trial of the prisoners 
atrested for taking part in the outrage, Mr. 


he offars some general remarks opon the Denish- 
wai incident, and opon its relation to the 
administration of jastice in Ezypt. Expressing 
his concarrence in the steps taken by Mr. Find- 
lay, he says, ‘Hid I remaine] in Egypt, 1 
should in every respect have adopted the same 
course as that which he pursued. The prisoners 
had a perfectly fair trial, by a very well-consti- 
tated Coart, all the members of which spoke 
Arabic, in which langaage most of the proceed- 
longs were condacted. I consider that the sen- 
teaces, though severe, were jast and necessary. 
[ can see nothing reprehensible in the manner 
in which they were executed. I may remark 
that Mr. Machell, who was in charge of the 
proceedings, is asingalarly humane man, and 
is very popular among the natives of Egypt by 
reason of the great sympathy he has always 
shown for them.” 

Then follows a lengthy survey of past jadi- 
cial and administrative methods in Egypt, 
demonstrating the infamous frequency with 
which, for the slightest offences and by the 
most subordinate officials, the lash was used 
with severity. This state of things, on the 
initiative of Lord Dafferin and his successors, 
has been completely changed, but with results 
that our pseudo-humanitarians at home shoald 
carefally weigh. ‘“Ooe of the results of the 
sadden abolition of the ‘courbash’ was that the 
people refased to work. I well remember that 
at one time it seemed that the alternatives 
would be presented to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment and its British advisers of either allowing 
the fields to remain ancaltivated, or else of per- 
mitting the people to be flogged in order to 
save them from starvation. It was only the 
very remarkable skill shown by Sir UColin 
Moncrieff and his assistants which enabled the 
Government to tide over the period of transi- 
tion—a period which, I may observe, I think 
caused me greater anxiety than any other 
during my lengthened Egyptian experience. A 
farther result which ensaed from the imme- 
diate abolition of the ‘courbash’ was that life 
and property became insecure. Ot all the 
Egyptian Ministers with whom I have had to 
deal, none, probably, had a greater reapect for 
the law than Nubar Paeha, who assumed office 
about a year after the issue of Lord Dafferin’s 
famous Circular. Nabar Pasha, however, found 
it necessary to appoint what were termed 
‘Commiesions of Brigandage’ —in other words, 
to introduce martial law. 

“Since that time various improvements have 
been made in the system of jastice, but the 
point to which I wish to draw special attention 
now is, that gradually the lawless portion of 
the community in Egypt began to understand 
that a principle which, so far as they were 
concerned, Was entirely novel, had been intro- 
duced into the administration of justice. It was 
tbat noone coald be punished for a crime 
unless he was proved to be guilty. Farther, they 
came to understand that proof, which would 
satisfy the Law Coarts, was extremely difficult 
to obtain, and that in the large majority of 
cases, even when guilt was proved, tha punish- 
ments were far from being severe. The result 
has been that, in default of adequate proof, a

THE EGYPTIAN PATRIOT.’ 


MUSTAPHA KAMEL’S DEJEUNER. 


——— 


A TORRENT OF ABUSE. 


Moustapha Pasha Kamel gave a political 
déjeuner at the Carlton Hote', last Thursday, 
at which he expounded his views and those of 
the party he represents before a small gather- 
ing. Among the guests were Lord Lytton; Mr. 
John M Robertson, M.P., Mr. Boland, M,P., 
Herr Karl Blind, and M. Subrawardi, Secre- 
tary to the Pan-Islamic Association. 

In the course of a long and animated address 
in French, Kamel Pasha declared that many 
errors and falsehoods were current in England 
with regard to the Egyptian popolation. It 
was said, for instance, that they were fanatical. 
Nothing could be farther from the truth. If by 
fanaticism it was only meant that they were 
Massqglmans, then one might as well say the 
English were fanatics because they, with that 
great man Gladstone at their head, sympathiz- 
ed with the Christians of Bastern Europe. The 
fact was that Islamism enjoined them to treat 
the Christians with jastice and equity, and 
their Prophet was married to aChristian woman. 
A National Movement. 

The present agitation in Egypt was a natio- 
nal movement. ‘he Egyptian people were more 
than ever attached to the principle of the in- 
dependence of their territory. Certain people 
were hypnotized ‘by the financial sitaation of 
Egypt, and were astonished that the Egyptians 
are not happy under the régime of a foreign 
occupation. To hear them talk one would think 
that Egypt was a bazaar and not a fatherland. 
In order to understand why Egyptians deplor- 
ed the English occupation, one must bear in 
mind that England has taken from them the 
Sudan, which was the very soul of their coun- 
try, and for which they had made so many 
sacrifices. Again, the number of English officials 
continually increased, while that of the Egyp- 
tian officials decreased. 

One of the chief canses of discontent related 
to edacation. Before the occapation, when the 
Badget of Egypt was far less heavy than at 
present, the Government schools were free, 
Under Lord Cromer education was reserved 
for the children of the rich. The Nationalist 
Party in Ezypt did all they could to remedy 
this lamentable state of things. A large number 
of poor children received free education in 
national schools supported by voluntary con- 
tribations. 

Administration of the Law. 

Then there was the question of the adminis- 
tration of the law. The nomber of English 
judges in the courte was constantly increasing, 
andat the same tims Lord Cromer clang to 
that extraordimary tribanal, the doings of which 
at Deni-hwai had aroused so much indignation. 
In was 8 monstrous abuse that in a civilized 
country there should exist a court which had 
no code or law, and from whose decisions there 
was noappeal and no hope of pardon. He de- 
manded in the name of justice and humanity 
the revision of the Denishwai judgment before 
independent jadges, such as those of the Mixed 
Court of Appeal at Alexandria. = 

With regard totbe trial of foreigners for 
criminal offences, Egyptians were indignant to 
see so many of them get off scot-free owing to 
what were called the Capitulations. Foreign 
prisoners should be sent for trial before the 
mixed tribunals, which inspired confidence. 

It would not be forgotten that Egypt de- 
manded, and obtained, doring the revolution 
of 1882 8 constitution. England annolled the 
gift, while promising, through Lord Dofferin, 
to restore it to Egyptin due season. Nothing 
could secare for Egyptians tranqaillity, jastice, 
and order bat a constitation giving the people 
the right.of control over the measures of the 
Government.. In claiming its liberty, Egypt did 
not ask for alms, bat for a recognized and 
incontestable right. 

At the close of Kamel Pasha’s address, Mr. 
J. M. Robertson assared him cf the sympathe- 
tic interest which his views inspired in those 
who had listened to him. Mr. R :bertson express- 
ed no opinion upon the Denishwai affair, bat 
said the Egyptian Nationalist Party had the 
active syngpathy of a large part of the English 
people, who understood their aspirations, and 
hoped that, with pradenca and deliberation, the 
independence which had been guaranteed to 
their qgpatry would become an accomplished 
fact. 


THE PASHA INTERVIEWED. 


In conversation with a representative of 
“The Daily Chronicle,’ Kamel Pasha made 
the following carefal and considered statement 
of the views of his party :— 

“Tn the first place,” he said, “it is essential 
to impress upon the English people the simple 


trath that fanaticism—by which I mean reli- 


gions animosity—has no existence at all in 
Egypt. The charge of fanaticism is always 
recurring, and it is invariably tramped up with 
a view to injuring our people. There is vo 
hatred whatever towards Christians as such. 
It is too often forgotten that Islam commands 
tolerance and jastice towirds Christians, and 
the Prophet himself set the example by marry- 
ing « Christian wife. ;

Islam, just as Gladstone 
used to speak of the Armenians as his brother 
Christians ; but Islam niust never be confound 
ed with fanaticism among™us. Sach partie: as 
the Jew baiters or the moré\violent politics 
and religious sects of Europe odald not exiat in 
Egypt. Do you suppose that if we had been 
fanatics the small British army of ‘egoupatior 
could have held its own*in a population o 
12,000,900, or that Lord Cromer -coaldNyave 
indaced us to believe we were happy 
prosperous for twenty-four years? In face of 
recent assertions I cannot too often repeat that 
fanaticism does not exist among us. Egypt is 
the land of true demooracy and Liberalism. We 
know well enough thatfanaticism prodaces only 
destraction, but a Liberal spirit works for th 
progress and enlightenment at which we aim 
The Denishwal Executions. 

“The method of the Denishwai trial and o 
the execations has undoubtedly produced 
most painfal impression on all classes. The 
nation haa never been so unanimods. Ever 
the bitterest opponents of the British occap 
tion could not have believed such an ontrage 
possible. All Ezypt from the sea to Nubi 
felt that such treatment was barbarous anc 
unworthy both of ourselves and you. It wil 
not be forgotten. Only one thing can obliterate 
the memory of the wing : the Briti-h Govern 
ment must recognisé*its error and change the 
principles which make such a thing possible 
All we demand is a system of jastice, such 
exists in England itself. No country in the 
world has such a tribunal as this which Lor< 
Cromer established to decide cages between 
the British and Egyptians—a tribunal with 
absolate power, from which there is no appeal 
Oar first and immediate demand, therefore, i 
the abolition of this tribunal, which’ we justly 
regard as a disgrace to civilisation. | 
No Danger from the Sultan. 

“Mary English people appaar to think tha 
it the British garrison were withdrawn 
should fall again under the control of Turkey 
Such an apprehension springs only from igne 
rance of our relation to the Sultan.The Saltan 
as Khalif of Islam, has a religious inflaence 
over Mohamedans jost as the Pope has ove 
Roman Catholiea, and E1gland has sometime 
used this infloenoe, as’ at the time of th 
Sepoy ysising. Bat of political interference 
from Torkey as one of the Powers there has 
not been the slightest sign since Tarkey 
renounced all effective suzerainty by the 
Treaty of London in 1840. After that treaty 
Turkey always respected our independence.She 
even refased to send troops into our country 
when urged by the Powers daring Arabi’s 
movement. Certainly we hope to see Turkey 
so reformed and renewed that she may become 
a strong and progressive State, advancing in 
civilisation like Japan. But no political con- 
nestion enters into the calculations either of 
Turkey or ourselves ; if for no other reason, 
because we know that any soch attempt wo ald 
unite all Earope against us both. 

‘We have no fear of invasion by any Power. 
Qar country is singolarly well situated for 
defence, and by nature, population, and arms 
she is now quite able to look after her own in- 
terests and to protect her frontiers. 
Programme of National Party. 

‘The first article in our programme, there- 
fore, is natarally the independence of Egypt. 
Over and over again, in Parliament and in 
offisial correspondence, England has solemnly 
promised to return Egypt to the Egyptians, 
and itis a promise we never forget. Even apart 
from that promise, all Ezypt would unite in 
the demand for freedom. Do you suppose any 
Englishman would endure the lIcss of liberty 
such as we soffer now? Not one Englishman 
would endure it. 

“As I said, wa have not mach faar now of 
foreign interference, but oorindependenceshould 
nevertheless be guaranteed by the Powers 
as is the case with sc many small nationalities. 
For ourselves, we demand a free constitution 
and a traly national Government, bat as long 
as our debtto Earope continues we are per- 
fectly willing to acsept the financial control of 
Kogland or of France. 

Education Arrested. 

“Till this indepandence comes, we shall 
devote all our power to extending education 
among our people. A thing which came as a 
shock to all Egyptians, and, I think, might 
well shock all civilised people, was England's 
refasal to grant higher education to the poor 
in the Government schools. Before the British 
occupation all Government schools were free, 
or pretty nearly free, and the children of poor 
parents could rise to the highest positions in 
the State. In fact, most of the remarkable men 
of modern Egypt have been children of poor 
parents. 

“Bat the British system opens these schools 
only to the rich, who can pay the cost of higher 
education. Lord Cromer has institated a feeble 
kind of elementary education for the poor, but 
no students are now admitted free into the 
good schools, and among a democratic people

London, July 27. 
The Money Market, 

When we state that the most important 
thing of the week in the money market has 
been the ontflow of somewhat less than half- 
amillion for holiday makers’ purposes, it will 
be understood that practically there is no 
change inthe situation. Nor can we see any 
reason to alter oar view that the market will 
continue to show conspicabus ease for some 
time to come. The qaiétirg down of affairs 
in Rassia has apparently removed the only 
likely upsetting irfluence, and there appears 
absolutely nothing in front of us of a disturb- 
ing nature as regards this market, at any 
rate, until the crops have moved in America, 
for which purpose the Americans still talk 
of importing Eoglish gold. Bat it is very 
unlikely, with their present indebtedness, that 
they will be foolish enough to raise rates 
here, as this would inevitably lead to the 
refusal to continue their loans. The Secretary 
of tbe Treasury has it in his power to do all 
that is needful for any disturbance of the 
market, and he has shown his derire to do this 
by his recent action in the matter of the 
Panama Canal Bonds, so that this appears 
to be sufficient guarantee that no trouble is 
in store for us from that quarter. Assuming 
this to be the case, a considerable period of 
cheap money would appear to be in view, and 
murt inevitably lead to a large appreciation 
in the price of gilt-edged securities, which 
is s0 mach desired from all points. It would 
even seem that this is being reslieed in the 
inner ring of finance, as the tone of the 
market for these securities during the last 
two days has shown a complete change for the 


better. 
he ramoars of diffisulties among financial 


hoases have been finally set at rest, and were 
evidently based on absolately no foundation of 
fact. On the other hand, for many years past 
there probably never was a time in which 
bnsiness both in the country and in its centre 
was ina more thoroughly sound and healthy 
condition. The large increased dividends paid 
by the banks, the railways, and indastrial con- 
cerns generally mast lead to increased invest- 
mépt, and there is reason to believe that when 
the public have large fonds to invest in the 
fatare they will choose a safer class of invest- 
ments than those in which they risked their 
money daring the last period of prosperity. 

The future, therefore, of all sound securities 
is more secare than for a long time past. 

he discount houses are charging 3 per cent. 
for two months’ and 3} percent. for three 
months’ bills, and money at call with the banks 
is also commanding 8 to 33. Ono the present 
settlement, which takes place to-day, money is 
go plentiful as to be hardly loanable. 


The Stock Markets, 

The-arbitrary act of the Tsar in suppressing 
the Doma, an’ act which has been universally 
condemned as impolitic and likely to be 
attended with disastrous consequencer, has 
had jast that effect upon the markets which 
might have been expected. For the first few 
hours of the announcement of the news de- 
moralisation reigned, Russian bonds and gilt- 
edged securities being the chief sufferers, The 
panic was only short-lived, however, As is 
well-known, this climax was by no means 
urexpected, and the slamp in Russian bonds 
last week-end was accepted as an indication 
that the Stock Exchange recognised that 
matters had come to a head:~ It was generally 
felt that the sooner the Autocracy made its 
intentions kaowr, the sooner would the crisis 
be over. Moreover, the fact that up to the 
present the dissolution of the Parliament has 
not been followed by any serious trouble in 
Russia helped to revive co: fidence, and even 
the bonds have shown a substantial improve- 
ment daring the latter part of the week. 
Indeed, it is thought in many qnarters that 
the action of the Government may lead to a 
workable understanding. 

In tha circumstances, however, active public 
business was out of the question. The future 
is too uncertain to sllow of much outside 
support being forthcoming, for there is among 
other sections a feeling that the present state 
of quietness in Russia may be only the calm 
that inevitably precedes the storm. Neverthe- 
lesr, it is very satiefactory to be able to report 
an increasingly firm tone in all sections. 


Yesterday, in fact, markats were quite baoyant. 
‘he most remarkable featare of a somewhat 


eventfal week has been the welcome revival in 
the Kaffir market.

ARMY AND NAVY. 


(From our CoORRESPONDERT. ) 


Lonpon, Jaly 25. 
Captain and Brevet Major M. Lowndes, 
Royal Dablin Fasiliere, on absorption, has 


‘been posted to the 2nd Battalion at Buttevant, 


where he has joined and taken over the com- 
mand of a company. 

The reserve squadron of the Inniskilling 
Dragoons is preparing a draft of men to join 
the 5th Dragoon Guards in South Africa. 


The home battalions of the King’s Royal 
Rifle Corps have received orders to prepare a 
large draft to join the 1st Battalion at an early 
date. 

It is understood that the battleship Drevd- 
nought, which is completing at Portsmoath, 
will be ready for commissioning well within 
the time allowed by the Admiralty. The 
armament of the ship is being prepared with 
unremitting energy, thong a little delay has 
arisen in mounting thetwo gans of the port 
side barbette. These are the only big guns 
that have not been pat in positior. The two 
after barbettes have been placed one behind 
the other, so that the gons of the more 
forward one will not be able to fire over the 
other, as has been freely asserted in an 
official description. The gun fire of the ship 
when finished will thus be six guns firing ahead 
and a similar nomber astern, with eight gons 
on either beam. The vessel’s two tripod masta 
have been shipped, and form s striking con- 
trast to the ordinary masts of a warship, 
being somewhat ungainly and awkward in 
appearance. ‘I'hey are of different sizas, the 
heavier one being placed amidships. This 
carries a big fire-control station, and to the 
mast will be attachedthe gaff tor the wireless 
telegraphy gear. The second mast, which is 
placed aft, is also fitted with a fire control 
station. 

The Admiralty issued last night a memoran- 
dam explanatory of the programme of new 


constructions for 1905-6, with details not inc!ud-- 


ed in the Navy Estimates for 1906-7. Among 
the details given are the principal features of 
the Dreadnonoght design, which are now ofh- 


cially issued for the first time. The battleship’s. 


armament is given a3 ten 12-inch gana, twenty- 
seven 12-pounder quick-firing anti-torpedo boat 
gane, and five submerged torpedo tubes. In the 
arrangement of the armament adopted, six of 
the guns are mounted in pairs on the centre 
line of the ship. The remaining four guns are 
mounted in pairs on the broadside. Thus eight 
12-inch gans (80 per cent. of the main arm\- 
ment) can be fired from either broadside, and 
tour or possibly six 12-inch gans, or 60 per 
cent, of the main armament,can be fired simal- 
taneously ahead or astern. In view of the 
potentialities of modern torpedo craft, and 
considering especially the chances of torpedo 
attack towards the end of an action, the 
anti-torpedo boat guns are separated as 
widely as possible from one ancther, so that 
the whole of them shall not be disabled by 
one or two heavy shells. Special attention 
has been given to safeguarding the ship 
from destraction by underwater explosion. 
The question of the best type of propelling 
machinery was most thoroughly considered 
py the committee of naval and _ scientific 
experts, and the memorandum states that 
there was no difhoulty in arriving at a decision 
to adopt the tarbine propalsion from the 
point ot view of sea-going speed only. The 
point that chiefly eccapied the committee was 
the question of providing soffisient stopping 
and turning power for purposes of quick and 


‘| @asy manceivring ; and after experiments it 


was considered that all reqnirements io this 
respect promised to be fully met by the 
adoptior of tarhine machinery. The speed 
designed tor the Dreadnought is 21 kzots., 
and the coal bunker capacity is 2,700 tons. 
With this amoant of coal ehe will be able 
t> steam about 5,80) sea miles at economical 
speed, and about 3,500 at 18} knots, after 
allowance has been made for bad weather and 
for a small amount of coal loft in the bunkers, 
The total estimated cost of the Dreadnonght as 
revised, including guns, is given as £ 1,797,497,

Cyprus.

Troedos 6,406 feet above the sea is a delighttul 
and bealthy place amongst the pine forests 
where the troops and Government Offisials 
spend the hot season.

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

Position. The pine covered slopes of Mount Troodos 
Where Miss YOUNG has a camp, are about 6406 feet 
nbove the sea ; the troops stationed in Cyprus and the 
Principal Government Officials live there during the hot 
season from about June till October. 

Rovtes. Troodos is about 35 miles from the port of 
Limassol from which there is a good carriage road to 
Platres 51 m. Beyond Platres the road 1s good but steep 
and from that point people often ride on mules for the 
rest of the journey. There is also an excellent road from 
the Capital, Nicosia, by which persons going from that 
side of the Island drive all the way (about 16 miles). 

Cumate. The climate is very dry and healthy; in 
the daytime it is delightful ; the nights, especially after 
the end of August, are often rather cold. 

Dress. There 1s a good deal of red dust on the 
hills, and ladies should be provided with washing skirts. 
White is a good deal worn, but It is advisable to have 
some brown, fawn, or dust-coloured linen dresses 
which do not shew dust stains as the washing is not 
first rate. A warm woollen “coat and skirt” costume 
is also indispensable, 

Ripes. There are plenty of delightful rides amongst 
the hills, but the roads and bridle paths are too steep 
for bicycles. Mules and ponies can be hired for the 
scason. 

EXPEDITIONS. Places of interest to be reached on 
mule or pony back are Kykko Monastery, Kalopanaioti, 
‘Trooditissa Monastery, ete. 

G7AMES. There is a Tennis Club with two good 
Courts, there are also One or two private tennis and 
croquet grounds. 

Cuurcu. An English Church Service is held twice 
on Sundays at the Regimental Recreation Room, 

Water. The water supply is good and the drinking 
water pure and wholesome. . 

Monky; Drafts on the Imperial Ottoman Bank and 
English gold and notes accepted.
